Rass Defends Old Code. 

In this alone he differed with 
his old court opponent. Bass was 
against virtually all the proposed 
revisions, He defended the exist- 
ing criminal code as “one of the 
finest, fairest I know of,” and said 
if there are any “reforms” they 
should be toward more leniency 
for the defendant. 

As in their courtroom jousts,. 
Miller spoke academically, serious- 
ly while Bess drew largely on hu- 
mor, anecdotes, and a breezy in- 
formality to win the complete sym- 
pathy of his auditors. 

Speaking on the plan for crim- 
inal code refotm by the Supreme 
Court, Miller asserted: 

“I don’t believe that would be a 
good policy of law. I dont think 
the Supreme Court or any other 
court should have the right to de- 
termine matters, of criminal pro- 
cedure. It is entirely a legislative 
matter, in my opinion. 

“The State Bar Commiitiee sug- 
gests that the Legislature be aban- 
doned and the proposal for crim- 
inal reform be submitted directly 
to the voters, who would authorize 
the Supreme Court to draft a new 
code. This is justified on the 
ground that the Legislature has 
failed to act. 

“Of course, that complaint leaves 
out of consideration crtirely the 
technique used to present the pro- 
posed reforms to the Legislature. 
It may very well be said that the 
wrong method has been used. We 
shouldn’t wait until that body is 
convened and in session, and then 
rush up there with code changes. 
A better plan would be to seek the 
Members out before an election, 
Make an issue of code reform, get 
them individually to pledge sup- 
port of the reform.”

He did claim a 
confidential relationship between 
himself and the union in refusing 
to say where the fund was depos- 
ited.

“Judge Cites Rights. 
Bourg did claim the ground of 
possible self-incrimination on the 
other six questions and was sus- 
tained in this by Judge Blair. The 
Judge, in ruling against’ him on 
the first three questions, pointed 
out, however, that when Bourg 
was again questioned by the jury 
he properly could enter a refusal 
to answer the first three questions 
on the ground his answer might 
tend to incriminate him. 

“I must rule that this man can- 
not be compelled to answer these 
questions,” Judge Blair said. “No 
person can be compelled to testify 
against himself in a criminal case. 
He can refuse to answer any ques- 
tion which might result in some 
link, or chain of links, that might 
warrant an indictment against 
him. 

“I can’t berate this witness be- 
cause he has invoked his constitu- 
tional rights,” the Judge contin- 
ued, “because he has a right to | 
invoke them. | 

“I am giad, however, that this | 
question has been brought in here, 
because when I gave my charge 
to this grand jury, I told it to 
look every place, to indict every 
guilty person, and specifically to 
investigate the charges of bribery 
and corruption. This does show 
that the grand jury is endeavoring 
to carry out my charge.” 


Praises Grand Jury. 


He said Bourg’s right to claim 
his constitutional rights, in the 
circumstances, was fundamental, 
but added: “I know the grand jury 
will not be discouraged.” 
“I have been in investigations 
myself,” continued Judge Blair, 
who made an outstanding record 
as an Assistant United States Dis- i 
trict Attorney in the Kansas City # 
election fraud and Boss T. J. Pen- 
dergast income tax fraud cases. 
“Oftentimes one thinks he will 
not get any facts that will shed’ 
light, but if he keeps at work he 
will get the facts. All this grand 
jury can do is to do the best it 
can, as it has been trying to do 
today.” 
The firemen’s pension bill, which 
was backed by the firemen repre- | 
sented by Bourg and Gray, was i 
introduced in the House of’ the 
1941 session by 18 of the St. Louis 
Representatives. It was reported 
out favorably by the House Com- 
mittee on Municipal Corporations, 
but failed of passage in the House 
on July 2, 10 days before adjourn- 
ment of the Legislature. 

Existence of the $5000 legis- 
\lative fund was disclosed by the 
Post-Dispatch. Bourg, who first 
denied there was such a fund, later 
testified in a hearing before Mayor 
Becker of St. Louis that the $5000 
fund was drawn from the treasury 
of the St. Louis Firemen’s Union, 
through two checks for $1500 and |

The enemy managed to 
wedge into our defenses and, hav- 
ing landed small detachments with 
parachutes, created the danger of 
encirclement. However, the Ger- 
mans failed to surround our 
troops. — 

“Having annihilated the landing 
parties, the Soviet troops took up 
new positions in an organized man- 
ner and the fighting went on. 

“During the day and night of 
Oct. 15 our infantry, supported by 
artillery and motorcyclists, 
launched a counterattack and 
commenced to rush back the ene- 
my. Many Nazi soldiers met their 
end during this engagement. 
Fascist losses were particularly 
heavy in fighting near one rail- 
way station in the vicfnity of Ka- 
linin. 

“After raids by our aircraft and 
the counterattack by the infantry, 
the whole station platform and 
square in front of the station were 
covered with heaps of 
bodies of German men and offi- 
cers. 

“The fighting spirit of the infan- 
trymen toned up still more when 
fresh reinforcements began to ar- 
rive at the front.” 


SIX SHIPS SUNK OFF 
ODESSA, NAZIS SAY 


BERLIN, Oct. 17 (AP).—The 
capture of an important industrial 
section south of Moscow was re- 
ported today -by authorized Ger- 
man sources as Nazi troops bat- 
tered at the Soviet capital’s de- 
fenses. 


These sources said the Germans’ 
had taken a power station and ex- 
tensive lignite mining fields. They 
did not further identify the sec- 
tion. 

These successes were announced 


jas the high command said the air 


force, attacking Soviet troopships 
fleeing from Odessa, had sunk or 
damaged 14 merchant ships and 
destroyed one Soviet motor torpedo 
boat off that Black Sea port. 

The high command announced 
the occupation of the city and 
harbor, following up yesterday’s 
special communique which said 
Rumanian 
Odessa. 


Harbor Heavily Bombed. 


The Nazis said their bombers 
splattered Odessa’s harbor with a 
hail of explosives as transports 
attempted in the very final hour 
to carry trapped troops to safety 
from the burning city. 

Direct hits sent six merchant 
ships totaling 30,000 tons to the 
bottom, the high command: com- 
munique said. Eight more large 
merchant ships were reported ef- 
fectively hit. 

The Germans said the pursuit of 
the “beaten foe” is being continued 
between the Sea of Azov and the 
Donets Basin. German, Italian, 
Hungarian and Slovak troops are 
participating in that action. 

Other operations on the front, 
including the battle before Mos- 
cow, were reported to be proceed- 
ing “according to plan.” 

‘The Nazi air force pounded at 
targets of ‘military importance” 
in Moscow yesterday and last 
night, the high command said. The 
besieged city of Leningrad, also was 
reported bombed. 

As the Germans assaulted the 
outer defenses of Moscow, 60: miles 
from the city, Nazi dispatches said 
that diplomats were leaving the 
capital. 


Spanish Legion in Action. 


The communique said that the 
Spanish Legion, which was recruit- 
ed to fight against the Russians, 
has been in action in the northern 
sector of the front. 

The high command declared the 
Russians lost one of their most im- 
portant industrial centers in the 
fall of Odessa, siege of which be- 
gan Aug. 19. 

Rumanian reports said Rumanian 
and German units were engaged 
in mopping up the streets of the 
city. 

Attempts of Russian cavalry to 


check the advance of German 


tanks and armored cars across the 
Eastern Ukraine were reported in 
dispatches from the. southern 
front. In one instance, it was said, 
four to five squadrons of Soviet 
cavalry, supported by artillery and 
some planes, charged headlong 
against Nazi tanks, but were deci- 
mated. Eight hundred prisoners, 
500 horses and 51 pieces of artil- 
lery were reparted captured,

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—Admin- 
istration advisers have worked out 
a plan for compulsory savings to 
be applied to the incomes of vir- 
tually all wage earners making 
more than a certain amount an- 
nually, and this proposal may be 
put before Congress at an early 
date. , 
The plan is intended to curtail 
consumer spending and thus pro- 
vide a check on inflation. But 
also by compelling wage earners 
to set aside certain sums which 
cannot be spent until after the 
emergency, a backlog of consumer 
purchasing power will have been 
provided to help sustain the econ- 
omy through the period when de- 
fense spending is tapered off. 
‘Both Britain and Canada have 
compulsory savings plans in effect 
now. As yet, however, they take 
only a comparatively small part of 
the average wage earner’s income. 
In discussion of ways to curb 
consumer spending, as defense de- 
mands cut deeper and deeper into 
the total volume of goods available 
for civilian purposes, compulsory 
savings is linked with the proposal 
to increase and expand social se- 
curity taxes. This would also serve 
to defer spending until a later date 
when increased social security 
benefits would become available, 
Expected Reaction. 

It is possible that the compul- 
sory savings scheme may never be 
put up to Congress since some ad- 
visers believe that Congressmen 
would be much more willing to 
accept a stepup in Social Secur- 
ity taxes even though this. should 


lion dollar burden on workers and 
employers. Social Security has a 
familiar and understandable ring 
whereas compulsory savings would 
probably take a lot of explanation 
and persuasion before Congress 
would be willing to accept it.

Now, it is possible, the. public 
has been oversold on the threat 
of inflation. Administration ad- 
visers are disturbed over the de- 
mand, which comes particularly 
from the press, for an over-all 
price ceiling that would include 
wages as well as commodities. To 
administer such a ceiling, they 
argue, it would be necessary to 
establish a far-reaching Gestapo 
on the German pattern with con- 
trols extending into all business 
and industry. When Henderson 
testifies on price control legisla- 
tion before a Senate committee 
he is likely to stress what over- 
all control has meant in Germany. 

Economists in the Government 
challenge another idea that has 
been widely accepted, namely, that 
recent price increases have been 
made necessary by wage increases. 
They show that because of the 
great increase in production and 
with it a great increase in the out- 
put of each worker, there was a 
considerable decline in the cost of 
the amount of labor that went into 
producing each unit. This decline 
occurred in 1939 and again, to a 
lesser extent, in 1940. It is prob- 
able that 1941 will show a reversal 
of the trend, with an increase in 
the labor cost per unit, because 
of. wage increases granted fn re- 
cent months. 

Gain in Hourly Wages. 

From August, 1939, to August, 


turing industries increased 17.4 
per cent. During that same period 
the cost of living increased 7.5 
per cent. This meant a gain in 
real wages of 9.2 per cent.

Union Member Beaten. 


It was learned today that Julius 
Wilson, a member of the union 
working at the small arms ammu- 
nition plant, was beaten last Mon- 
day by a fellow employe after he 
had begun a discussion of newspa- 
per accounts of the union's tangled 
affairs. . 


Wilson, who lives at 6028 Bart- 
mer avenue, suffered a fractured 
jaw and is at Missouri Baptist 
Hospital. He at first, reported his 
injuries te the construction com- 
pany as having been suffered in 
an accjdent, but later said he had 
been attacked by a union member 
aligned with the local’s ruling 
clique: 

His wife was reluctant to dis- 
cuss the affair today, saying she 
feared her husband might be at- 
tacked again. No report had been 
made to pogjice; but Fruco Con- 
struction Co. has begun an inves- 
tigation. . 

Golden Signs Caecks. 


Hill and Orville Golden, the lo- 
cal’s secretary-treasurer, appeared 
at Telegraphers’ National Bank, 
Broadway and Pine street, this 
morning to havé Golden indorse | 
about $2300 in checks and money 
orders which had accumulated in 
the union’s treasury during Gold- 
en's unexplained absence from the 
city in August and September. The 
checks were then deposited in a 
segregated checking account at 
the bank, since the union's regular 
account has been frozen by the 
Circuit Attorney. 


‘ The jury will resume its.inquiry 
at 7 o'clock tonight. Morris said 
this and subsequent night sessions 
would be held to permit members 
of the union who work on the day 
shift at the small arms ammuni-

Since the warrants were issued, 
investigators for the Circuit Attor- 
ney'’s office, along with Theodore 
Nischwitz, international union rep- 
resentative now in charge of the 
local, have found about $186,000 of 
union funds in the checking ac- 
counts and safe deposit boxes of 
the union and its officers at two 
banks.

Dewey Godfrey, attorney for Hill, 
Hulahan and Jenkins, announced 
yesterday that the three men would 
be willing to waive immunity and 
appear before the grand jury. Mor- 
ris, however, said that the investi- 
gation was begun independently 
and would be carried on independ- 
ently and that if he did want the 
men to testify before the grand 
jury it would not be until all other 
possible information on the union’s 
affairs was before the jury.

Son of Reaper Inventor. Suc- 
cumbs at 69 After Long

BEVERLY HILLS, Cal., Oct. 17 
(AP).—Harold Fowler McCormick, 
son of Cyrus Hall McCormick, in- 
ventor of the reaper, died yester- 
day of a cerebral hemorrhage. He 
was 69 years old. 

Death followed an illness that 
caused him to be bed-ridden much 
of the time in recent years. He 
suffered from arthritis and recur- 
ring heart attacks and had to use 


a wheel chair and be assisted by a 
nurse, 

At his bedside was Adah Wilson 
McCormick, 37, the nurse he mar- 
ried in 1938, and his son, Fowler 
McCormick, president of the In- 
ternational Harvester Co. & 
Miss Wilson was McCormick’s 
third wife. His first was Edith 
Rockefeller, daughter of John D. 
Rockefeller. This marriage last- 
ing 26 years, ended in divorce in 
1921. Mme. Ganna Walska; Polish 
singer, was McCormick's .second 
wife but she spent most of her 
time in Paris, apart from him, and 
they were divorced in 1931. 
McCormick became interested in 


She was appearing in “Thais” in 
an enterprise backed by her hus- 
band, Alexander Cochran of Yonk- 
ers, N. Y. Although the Havana 
audiences hissed her and critics 
ridiculed her voice, McCormick 
was convinced she had talent and 
decided to take her to Chicago 
for an appearance in the Civic 
Opera, which he had‘ endowed’ 
richly. 

Mme. Walska’s Chicago rehear- 
sals were too much for Director 
Marinuzzi, however. He listened 
to her three times and canceled 
her debut. Later strife arose in 
the Cochrane-Walska home and 
when he refused her request for 
an elaborate home in Paris she 
sued for divorce. Six weeks after 
the decree was granted she was 
married to McCormick and he 
gave her the Paris residence. He 
was her fourth husband. 

Four children were born to the 
McCormick - Rockefeller union. 
Three are living. Mathilde, the 
youngest, 


older than she.

After 
the Chicago Civic Opera collapsed 
with its chief sponsor, Samuel In- 
sull, utilities magnate, McCor— 
mick headed the organization of 
its successor, the Chicago Opera 
Co.

Federal Reserve Bank Reports 
Total of $75, 663,250 Dis- 
posed of in Area, 


A $2,163,050 sale of defense sav- 
ings bonds in the Eighth Federal 
Reserve District was reported to- 
day by the Federal Reserve Bank 
for the week ending yesterday. 
The total district sale since May 1, 
when the securities were first of- 
fered, is now $75,663,250, The dis- 
trict is composed of parts of seven 
states, 


Of last week's sale, $1,305,200 
represented purchases of bonds of 


| the two larger denominations. Of 


this amount, $617,000 was accounted 
for by purchases in the St. Louis 
area. The total district sale of 
larger bonds is $51,250,000, 


Series E, smallest denomination 
bonds, sales in the week by 1067 
qualified issuing agents in the dis- 
trict amounted to $705,850, to bring 
the total agency sale to $20,522,975. 
The Federal Reserve Bank itself 
sold by mail and over the counter 
during the week Series E bonds 
worth $154,000, making its total 
sale of the series $3,890,275. 

The St, Louis Postoffice  re- 
ported receipts from sales of Se- 
ries E bonds during the week 
ending Wednesday at $96,600. De- 
fense savings stamps sold during 
the same period amounted to $18,- 
415. fPostoffice totals .are now, 
bonds, $3,153,656; stamps, $318,684.

It was a green light to 
tler that when he oy war, 
e United States would help him 
ty refusing to sell supplies to the 
Allies who were unprepared, and 
that the United States would help 
him by agreeing to let him wage 
lawless submarine warfare agaihst 
Britain, France, the European neu- 
trals and any other nation he 
chose to attack. 

The Neutrality Act was also an 
immensely important cause of the 
unpreparedness of the Allies. Be- 
cause it stipulated that they could 
not get delivery of arms once they 
were at war, because it stipulated 
that they must pay in gold dollars 
for anything they bought here, 
the act prevented the British and 


the French from placing orders in | 


this country early enough to ob- 
tain deliveries on anything like 
the scale which Hitler’s prepara- 
tions and their own unprepared- 
ness required. 

This meant that when Hitler 
launched his offensive in the 
spring of 1940, American industry 
was not yet geared to produce 
weapons in quantity. And this 
meant that when we adopted our 
own defense program, we had al- 
most no munitions industry, and 
had to start very nearly from 
scratch, The arms embargo, 
which was not repealed until 
November, 1939, and the financial 
embargo, which was not repealed 
until the Lease-Lend Act of 
o| March, 1941, have cost us and the 
| British at least one year and prob- 
ably more nearly two years of 
time to get ready to arm our- 
selves. 


oe. 8. 
HE only compensation we 
have had for this incalculable 

injury to our vital interests is that 
the act has prevented us from 
making our decisions about the 
war on the basis of incidents and 
under the stress of excited emo- 
tion. The American people have 
come to their decision that Hitler 
must be stopped by reasoning 
about their fundamental interests. 
Though the process has been dan- 
gerously slow, involving immense 
risks in a world where the ag- 
gressors strike like lightning, the 
steadfastness of the British and 
some good luck have thus far fa- 
vored us with the time to try to 
understand thoroughly what we 
were doing before we did it. 

It has been necessary for the 
American people to think out their 
vital interests because unlike the 
British after Dunkerque, unlike 
the Chinese with the enemy deep 
in their land, unlike the Russians 
after they were invaded, the 
American people had not yet seen 
the whites of their enemy's eyes. 
Thus the action of the United 
States has not grown out of the 
obvious and self-evident necessity 
of a people already under fire, but 
out of a reasoned conviction: that 
it is infinitely better to prevent 
the disaster before it happens 
than a little later on to endure 
disaster heroically. 

* *« @ 

T is plain that the conviction is 

now rapidly forming because no 

matter what Americans wish to do, 
they find that their interests, pub- 
lic and personal, their hopes and 
ambitions, are all dependent upon 
getting the kind of peace which 
Hitler can never make. The men 
in the camps: how long must they 
remain under arms? The men in 
the Navy: how long must they 
keep the watch? The men in the 
factories: how long must they turn 
plowshares into swords? When can 
young men in the schools and col- 
leges again hope to plan their lives 
and marry and make their homes? 
When can men again work and 
trade in peace, without government 
priorities and licenses and requisi- 
tions and the dislocation of their 
normal affairs? The answer they 
all find is that there is no end to 
all these things for them if this 
country has to face alone, and 
armed to the teeth, a world domi- 
nated by an alliance of victorious 
aggressive states, 

The America First Committee 
may tell them, Mr, Lindbergh may 
tell them, Mr. Cudahy may tell 
them, that, they will not be in- 
vaded: they have listened care- 
fully, patiently, even hopefully, and 
then they have realized that the 
future these gentlemen offer is un- 
utterably dismal. For even if 
every reassuring word were true, 
we should be facing for an endless 
future the prospect of being com- 
pletely conscripted and regiment- 
ed, devoting at least half our na- 
tional income and all our thought 
and energy to preparing against 
war. That is not a good enough 
future for the United States of 
America, and the more thoroughly 
the American people have looked 
at what the isolationists have to 
offer, the more they have under- 
stood that they were being ad- 
vised to abandon all hope of any 
return to anything that eould be 
called peace, 


HATEVER- problem ‘One ex- 

amines, this is the inescapable 
conclusion. Argentina, for exam- 
ple, has just signed a trade agree- 
ment with us. It is the kind of 
agreement which no totalitarian 
state could make because it pro- 
vides for an increased trade, not 
between governments, but between 
private producers in both coun- 
tries. 


If Hitler wins the war, the agree- | 


ment will be worth nothing at all. 
For since all Europe -will then be 
totalitarian and since the bulk of 
the Argentine exports must go to 
Europe, the commercial policy of 
the Argentine will have to conform 
to that of Hitler’s Europe.

Seeks 65,000 Signatures 
to Submit Amendment in 
1942 Election. 


“The Crusaders of -Missouri, a 


civic organization, launched. a 
movement today to establish a 


unicameral Legislature for Mis- 
souri patterned after that.of Ne- 
braska, and to create -a State 
Budget Commission with power to 
supervise and allocate expenditure 
of State funds. 

Petitions will be. circulated to 
place onthe ballot at the 1942 gen- 
eral election a proposed amend- 
ment to the State Constitution ef- 
fecting these changes in the basic 
structure of the State Government. 

Details of the proposed amend- 
ment have not been worked out, 
but it will provide for a one-house 
Legislature to replace the present 
body composed of 150 members of 
the House of Representatives and 
34 members of the Senate. Mem- 
bership in the one House probably 
would not. be more than half the 
combined membership of’ the two 
houses as now constituted. 

Nebraska’s unicameral Legisla- 
ture composed of 43 members elect- 
ed from districts replaced a two- 


house body composed of 100 Repre- }. 


sentatives and 33 Senators. 

Charles R. McClintick, executive 
secretary of the Crusaders, said to- 
day that the signatures of about 
65,000 veters will be necessary for 
submission of the proposed amend- 
ment under the initiative provi- 
sions of the Constitution. The pe- 
tition must bear signatures of vot- 
ers in two-thirds of the Congres- 
sional districts, equal to 5 per cent 
of the total vote cast in those dis- 
tricts in the 1940 presidential elec- 
tion. 

The Crusaders today sent letters 
to representative citizens through- 
out the State asking for opinions 
on the proposed amendment and 
for suggestions as to details of its 
provisions. The number of mem- 
bers and the salaries to be paid 
are open questions. 

P. Taylor Bryan Jr. is chairman 
of the Crusaders, Charles R. Clag- 
gett is secretary and treasurer, and 
L. J. Reidel is counsel. There is 
an advisory board of 24 members. 

Statement by Group. 

Announcing the decision to pro- 
pose the amendment, Bryan issued 
the following statement: 

“Repeated failures on the part 
of Missouri Legislatures to enact 
much-needed legislation in keeping 
with our changing and expanding 
needs has led many citizens to the 
inevitable conclusion that the time 
is here when the taxpayers in 
Missouri must begin to tend to 
these needs themselves. 

“Foremost among such needs is 
greater efficiency and economy in 
government, These facts are made 
evident by the increasing number 
of Missouri's citizens to give thought 
to the establishment of a _ uni- 
cameral Legislature and a Budget 
Commission, thus enabling us to 
provide ourselves at the very out- 
set with a higher type of State 
Representatives and to obtain im- 
mediately some effective control 
of the State funds, which in the 
final analysis represent taxpayers’ 
money, 

“It 1s becoming increasingly evi- 
dent we. must have better men to 
handle public affairs. Our public 
ofices have been too much and 
too long in the hands of an in- 
ferior type of citizens. Politics 
must be made a more creditable 
profession. One of our great needs 
is a civil academy as well as ‘a 
naval and military academy. Gov- 
ernment must become a science in- 
stead of a racket. Greater  consid- 
eration and care in the handling 
of public funds must occur to 
avoid ever-increasing waste and 
burdensome taxation, 

“It is in recognition of such evi- 
dent need that prompts the Cru- 
saders to enlist the support ot 
public-spirited citizens in achiev- 
ing these ends. 

“Some of the benefits to be ex- 
pected is illustrated by the experi- 
ence of Nebraska, which hag re- 
duced general property levies 33.1 
per cent; outstanding bonds of all 
political subdivisions reduced from 
$113,000,000 to $75,000,000, and 
saved the taxpayers $139,000,000 in 
general, property levies alone since 
1927. Today the State of Nebraska 
has no sales tax or use tax, no 
service tax, no’ luxury tax, no 
cigarette tax, no income tax, no 
bonded indebtedness.”

Same Old Italians. 


The Italian occupation of Greece 
is as much of a farce as was the 
Italian invasion. 

The Germans are the real mas- 
ters of the country—militarily, at 
least—and the Italian administra- 
tion has about as much authority 
as the Greek puppet government, 
which has none at all, for it has 
been unanimously boycotted by the 
people. 

German truck drivers refuse to 
obey the traffic signals of Italian 
soldiers posted on Athens street 
corners, while German officers in 
restaurants and cafes openly. insult 
their Axis partners in the presence 
of Greek civilians. 


The result is something very 
much like anarchy. 


The Greeks refuse to take the 
Italians seriously and refuse to co- 
operate with the Germans, despite 
the penalties involved. 


The Germans and Italians, work- 
ing at cross purposes, have. filled 
the jails to overflowing and exe- 
cuted hundreds, but sabotage and 
passive resistance, like starvation, 
continue to be the order of the 
day. The conquerors have found 
the Greeks. too smart for them. 

As one German officer put it: 
“In some countries we've met open 
rebellion. We know how to han- 
die that. In other countries, we've 
met cringing servility, and we 
know how to handle that, too. 
But here we've found nothing but 
polite contempt and every form of 
trickery. I can’t make the Greeks 
out at all—no German can.” 


Under the Metaxas Government, 
the Nazis had, or thought they 
had, a fifth column established; 
but by the time they overran the 
country, they discovered that all 
their Greek Fascists had turned 
Anglophile overnight. Now, after 
five months of occupation, Greece 
is probably the most democratical- 
ly minded. country in occupied 
Europe, and the Germans can do 
nothing about it. 

Instead, they have had to con- 
tent themselves with looting the 
country of everything of value— 
food, automobiles and _ trucks, 
chemicals, tobacco—and preparing 
for future military operations. 
The Gestapo, of urse, has been 
hard at work combating sabotage 
and espionage, which Greeks in- 
dulge in with sporting fervor, but 
otherwise the Germans have left 
the Greeks pretty much alone and 
have not forced them to partici-

Lord Gort reported shortages of 
equipment and failure of co-ordi- 
nation among the Allied armies.

“Sole Judge.” 


Gort revealed that the Govern- 
ment made him “sole judge” on 
the question of the surrender of 
the British Expeditionary Force in 
the event the Germans cut off the 
troops-from the beachhead at Dun- 
kerque. : 

He related for the first time how 
Allied Generalissimo Maxime Wey- 
gand called for a counterattack by 
the British even as they were be- 
ing taken home from the beaches 
of Dunkerque. 

Gort also said that in another 
instance the British War Office 
ordered an attack which had be- 
come impractical before the order 
was issued. He blamed that on 
faulty information received from 
the French. 

The former commander said the 
French persisted in refusing to 
withdraw to cover the Dunkerque 
evacuation until the final moment. 
When they joined the movement, 
the dispatches reported, the 
French nearly caused chaos by 
blocking roads with useless equip- 
ment, 


337,000 Evacuated. 


Lord Gort told in solemn mili- 
tary detail of the arrival of the 
B. E. F. in France, its growth to 
220,000 men in January, 1940; and 
the addition of several other di- 
visions later. Of this force, he 
said, 211,532 fit men and 13,053 
casualties were embarked at Dun- 
kergue. In addition, 112,546 Allied 
troops, most of them French, were 
removed even though the French 
failed to provide transports for 
them. . 

“So ended a campaign of 22 days 
which has proved that the offen- 
sive once more gained ascendency 
in modern war when undertaken 
with an army equipped with great- 
ly superior material power in the 
shape of air forces and armored 
fighting vehicles,” Gort -wrote. 

“The series of situations which 
the B. E. F. had to face was not 
brought about by failure on their 
part to withstand enemy attacks 
when holding a position of their 
Own choosing; it was caused by 
the enemy breaking through com- 
pletely on a front many miles 
away from that held by the B. 
E. F. Nevertheless, this break- 
through, once it began, was des- 
tined to involve in its ill-fated 
consequences both the French 
First Army and the B. E.’F. In 
the withdrawal which ensued, both 
these armies lost the whole of 
their artillery and transport. 


Nazis Held Advantage. 


“It was clear from the outset 
that the ascendency in equipment 
which the enemy’ possessed pluyed 
a great part in the operations. He 
was able to place in the field and 
to concentrate no less than 10 
armored divisions in the area 
which he selected and later to 
employ at least five of these 
against the British rearward de- 
fenses. 

“On the other hand, the British 
armored forces in the theater of 
war amounted to seven divisional 
cavalry regiments equipped: with 
light tanks, one regiment of ar-.

For Night Raids on Tanks. 


Among his recommendations for 
the future was that “troops must. 
be trained to stalk tanks by day, 
to keep track of their movements, 
and to attack them in their har- 
bors at night.” 

The first drawback in Allied 
strategy pointed out in the dis- 
patches was the failure of the 
Belgian command to give the 
British and French full informa- 
tion of their defenses when attack 
on Belgium was imminent. 

The Allies went ahead on the 
misinformation that the Belgians 
had constructed a line of anti- 
tank works covering a gap in 
natural defenses, only to find 
when the battle started that the 
anti-tank obstacle was in a dif- 
ferent spot and far from com- 
plete. 

The first notice Lord Gort had 
that the western campaign was 
on was the bombing of his head- 
quarters and airfields of Northern 
France on the morning of May 
10, when Germany invaded the 
Lowlands, 

French and British armies en- 
tered Belgium and formed their 
defensive lines before Brussels 
and Louvain ‘exactly on schedule, 
but were soon flanked by the Ger- 
man break-through at Sedan, 
where the French Ninth Army 
failed to hold. 

Weygand’s Plan. 


The British and French in FPian- 
ders were forced to fall back, the 
Germans widened the bulge to the 
south, and swept on toward the 
sea. Thén Weygand took command 
of the French armies and evolved 
a general plan for counterattack 
from both sides to nip off the 
German corridor. 

Gen. Sir Edmund Ironside, chief 
of the Imperial General Staff, flew 
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to Gort’s headquarters with Cabi- 
net orders for a British attack to- 
ward Amiens, Fully engaged in 
Belgium and with no mobile re- 
serves, Gort had no troops to make 
the attack. However, his dis- 
patches reported, a counterattack 
with two divisions was planned, 
The general commanding the Brit- 
ish attack arranged a conference 
with the French to obtain French 
co-operation, but the French failed 
to send a representative to the 
meeting. | 

Prime Minister Churchill him- 
self entered the picture May 23 
with a telegraphed demand to 
French Premier Reynaud that 
French and Belgian armies “be 
given most stringent orders” to 


carry out Weygand’s plan for 
counterattacking from the north 


and south and “turn defeat into 
victory.” 

Gort explained that Weygand 
had told Churchill “that Peronne, 
Albert and Amiens had been re- 
captured, ... It later transpired 
that this information was inaé¢cu- 
rate.” ’ 


The capitulation of the Belgians 
wiped out all possibility of a 
counterattack from the north. 
Lord Gort heard of the armistice 
only indirectly an hour before it 
went into effect at midnight May 
27. 

The British commander said that 
when he saw that withdrawal 
through Dunkerque was the only 
way to save the British and 
French northern armies he tried

Shift to South Likely.

Whether the operations follow 
these general lines, or whether the 
Russians are compelled to fall back 
again—perhaps to the line of the 
Volga River—the importance of the 
British-Russian preparations for 
the defense of the Caucasus can 
hardly be over-emphasized.

Daladier fell deeper into the same error. The 
storm having been raised against the Popular Front, 
he forgot the Yoters who elected him. He began to 
rule by decree for the benefit of those who had op- 
posed him, believing, no doubt, that the safety of 
France demanded it. Now the cup of his disillusion- 
ment is full and brimming over. 

What goes for these two protagonists of free 
France goes, in the main, for the other prisoners of 
Riom. They did not measure up to their opportunity 
to stand forth as the saviors of their country. But 
that they should be convicted of undermining it— 
that is one of the heinous mockeries of history. 

It is no difficult matter to assess the blame for 
the fall of France. France was white-blooded and 
weary after the last war. When the depression called 
for renewed efforts for the preservation of the na- 
tional spirit, certain influential bankers, certain 
selfish industrialists, certain venal editors wanted 
no more “heroics.” Instead of girding themselves, 
they “adjusted” themselves to the new poverty. 

After all, when the winds howled bitter cold in the 
faubourgs of Paris, they could still go to Antibes and 
Mentone. The sun was bright there. The Mediter- 
ranean was blue. The women were exotic. And 
there was still excitement to be found in the casinos. 

If there were ugly rumblings from the capital, news 
of Communists elected to the Chamber, reports of 
deadly street-fighting—well, there was a new man in 
Germany, Hitler. He had a talent for such situa- 
tions. After all, it would be childish to be national- 
istic in this modern day, to get excited about Dela- 
croix’s France with the tri-color raised high above 
the barricades. This was a practical age, not a proud 
one, Lessons were learned where one found a master. 

So there was winter gaiety in Biarritz on the Cote 
d’Argent, and, in the spring, high fashion at the 
Longchamps races. And there were vintage wines 
and costly perfumes enough to conceal the putrefac- 
tion under it all. 

So the industrial production index sagged and the 
franc took flight. There was no longer a Clemen- 
ceau when the Nazis marched across the Kaiser- 
bruecke at Cologne. 

There was a tremor of fear, of course, when the 
Socialist Blum was suddenly carried into power. 
The rejoicing among the shop girls of Paris about 
the 40-hour law and the wage increases was ominous. 
The popular enthusiasm was even accompanied by 
an upturn in the production of munitions. 

But it did not last lorfg. One had learned from 
the Nazi master. One set up a clamor. The demo- 
cratic Blum, with his odd notions of the rights of 
all the people, began to yield. One pressed harder. 
Blum fell. 

But it had been a close call. Those “Reds” might 
have gone on to a triumph. The Government was 
never entirely recaptured, but its wings were kept 
clipped. One gave it aid only at a price. When the 
Germans came and Reynaud begged for clouds of 
planes from across the seas, one was a little amused 
at the thought of the unassembled American planes 
in the warehouses of Marseille. This Hitler is a 
better man to have in Paris than the “Reds.” 

But, of course, there are still the people. One 
can’t ignore them entirely. To them, it all seems a 
dirty business. Well, why not appease them? It 
costs nothing—nothing save honor, and that has 
no value on the market place. 

There is still that fellow Blum—and the rest of his 
crowd. Now they can be of service to our France. 
Let Petain see to it. Let him wash his hands if it 
pleases him, but let him get the job done. 
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GUNSMITH GARAND AND HIS SUPERIORS. 

The American Society of Mechanical Engineers has 
announced that it will award its distinguished Holley 
medal to John C. Garand, gunsmith of the United 
States armory at Springfield, Mass., for inventing 
the self-loading, semi-automatic rifle which bears his 
name. This rifle, which is capable of firing as many 
as 30 aimed shots a minute and so is several times 
as fast as the old bolt-action Springfield, is the first 
real advance in American infantry arms for many 
years.

The outlook for this typical $4000 family 
points to what is ahead for all middle- 
income groups. These families either must 
eat less well, be more poorly clothed, rent 
cheaper homes, or end their savings pro- 
grams. 

Continued sharp rises in living costs even 
may abolish the moderately well-to-do mid- 
dle-class altogether. 

The high cost of living is hitting these 
groups perhaps harder than any other. 
Wage earners are in a position to force 
higher rates. Farmers will .benefit from 
higher prices. The rich are better able to 
make adjustments—food costs, for example, 
take only about 5 per cent of their incomes. 

The middle groups, however, are caught 
with relatively fixed incomes in a period 
of rapidly mounting costs.

BEETLE COLLECTION. 
GIVEN TO MISSOURI 


Widow of Dr. George W. Bock 
Also Includes Entomolog- 
ical Library. 


One of the most complete collec- 
tions of beetles in the world, built 
over a-period of more than 60 
years by the late Dr. George W. 
Bock, was given to the University 
of Missouri today by his widow, 
who resides at 3437 Shenandoah 
avenue. 

With the collection of some 300,- 
000 specimens went Dr. Bock’s en- 
tomological library of several hun- 
dred bound volumes and many 
journals and reprints, in several 
languages and dating back to 
1880. Hauling the material, which 
has been stored at the home of a 
son, Dr. Lux H. Bock, 3801 Federer 
place, required a large truck. 

The elder Dr. Bock, who died 
July 22, 1940, had acquired all the 
known European and Near East- 
ern species of bettles before he 
came to this country from Ger- 
man in 1880, and year after year 
added to the collection by travels 
in many parts of the world and 
correspondence with collectors in 
others. It now represents 26,000 
of about 37,000 species known, 

Exhibited at the Public Library 
in 1922 under auspices of the Nat- 
ural History Association, it drew 
lay interest in the many curious or 
formidable shapes and the range 
of size from the near-microscopic 
to the six and one-half inch Afri- 
can elephant beetle, but Dr. Bock 
himself took most pride in a rare 
California species. He was a foun- 
der of the Natural History Associa- 
tion, and had been president of the 
Liederkranz Club.

DR. DENK CITES DECREASE 
IN DIPHTHERIA CASES HERE 


Says More Than 110,000. St. Louis 
Children Have Been Immu- 
nized, Hundreds Saved. 

More than 110,000 St. Louis chil- 
dren have been immunized with 
toxoid, hundreds have been saved 
from illness and dozens from death 
in the six years since the city 
began its “war of extermination” 
against diphtheria, Dr. A. A. Denk 
of the Health Division said in a 

radio talk yesterday. 

In 1934, before the annual Octo- 
ber drive began, 925 St. Louisans 
becanie ill of diphtheria and 32 
died of it. Of ail the larger cities 
in.this country, St. Louis had the 
most diphtheria cases and next to 
the most diphtheria deaths, he re- 
lated. Six years have placed it 
among the cities lowest on the 
list, with 100 cases and seven 
deaths in 1940. 

In the first eight months of this 
year 30 cases and one death have 
been reported, compared with 584 
cases and 22 dea in the first 
eight months of 1934. The reduc- 
tion of 95 per cent or more is 
attributable, he said, to the educa- 
tional campaign and “the wonder-

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VIRUS OF INFANTILE 
PARALYSIS FOUND 


Species of Insect That Carries 
the Disease Not Ascertained 
by Yale Scientists. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N.-J., Oct. 17 
(AP).—Diszcovery that: flies carry 
the virus of infantile paralysis was 
reported yesterday to the Ameri- 
can Public Health Association by 
Dr. John L. Paul and Dr. .James 
D. Trask of the Yale University 
School of Medicine. og 

This may explain some of the 
mysteries of the disease which 
cripples about 10,000 persons an- 
nually and causes the deaths of 
500-to 1000, 

Previous to the work of Dr. 
Trask and Dr. Paul, investigators. 
had found that the virus of polio- 
myelitis was carried in sewage; 
principally in that from hospitals, 
but also in sewers many miles 
from any hospital. 

“This indicated that, as polio- 


and in its most severe form a dis- 
ease of the rural areas, the virus 
in an open sewer must come in 
contact. with many living things,” 
the Yale scientists said. 
They set fly traps in rural areas 
and used butterfly nets. On two 
occasions they captured flies car- 
rying the virus of infantile paraly- 
sis, which, when extracted and in- 
jected into animals, caused quick 
crippling and frequent deaths. 
The exact species of fly has not 
been determined.

We should not indulge ourselves

far better than that provided the 
other 500 wounded men in the same 
hospital. Whereas, I was given 
meat almost every day and eggs 
two or three times a week, the 
Greek wounded were lucky to get 
meat once a week and hardly got 
eggs at all, unless it was a matter 
of life and death.

My diet (the same, day in and 
day out, for four and a half 
months) was as follows:

Dodging the Facts. 


Of course, none of those things 
is any reasonable yardstick at all 
for our effort. Our goal and meas- 
ure is what is needed? What have 
we got? How can we get more 
without utterly disrupting our eco- 
nomic system and destroying civil- 
ian morale? 


None of these people approach 
this problem from that angle. After 
all these months they are only now 
starting to begin to commence to 
find the answers. But “What is 
England doing?” is a Sangtute 
for the unthinking. 


I doubt if they know what Eng- 
land is doing. It is becoming 
clearer every day that they didn’t 
correctly compare our. total tax 
burden with England's. Spokes- 
men for England have several 
times said that it didn’t intend 
entirely to sacrifice its little fel- 
low in business. Letters in my 
mail indicate that it isn’t doing it 
—and in that it is wise. 


England’s automotive problem is 
entirely different from ours. It is 
a smaller country with shorter dis- 
tances and its people have never 
been as completely motorized as 
ours. Automobiles have redistrib- 
uted our population and revolution- 
ized our whole territorial system 
of distribution of supplies and lo- 
cation of homes with relation to 
working places. 

Long Delay. 

This long delay in finding facts 
and laying plans followed by this 
sudden “hoop-la” of universal 
cracking down by the boys who 
should have been finding the facts 


and laying the plans may be the 
easy way out for them but it cer- 
tainly casts doubt on the advisa- 
bility of placing in their hands the 
power of economic life or death 
over sO many communities, indus- 
tries and labor and other groups. 

It isn’t as if there had been no 
model for a reasonable and timely. 
approach to the problem. There 
were many—our own in the World 
War—copied with greater or less 
faithfulness by all the war powers 
of Europe. But these gentlemen 
would have none of it, until just 
now when they want to take a 
broad-ax instead of a scalpel and 
hack out in a few weeks what re- 
quired years to do decently and 
well. 

Of course, we must speed up 
and sacrifice. This column has 
been preaching that for years. Of 
course, as these Johnnie-come-late- 
ly gents are so late in saying 
we've go to take the fat off. But 
if we don’t leave something of 
the skeleton, heart, nerves, blood 
vessels, muscles and body where 
is the use in taking the fat off? 
We might as well step out in the 
woodyard, do the whole thing at 
one shot and ship the remains to 
Hitler.

Stink’s guardian built a comfor- 
table home for him but the Indian 
lived in a tepee and allowed the 
dogs to occupy the house. 

Stink died in 1938 at the age of 
80. Dead, he again was Ho-To- 
Moie and was buried with full 
tribal honors.

Up till now the hockey stars 
have been limited in the amount 
of their salaries, which they could 
keep or spend in this country, but 
they could. come and go as they 
pleased and they could take their 
military training in installments. 

But this year passports have be- 
come more difficult to obtain, and 
hockey officials have been unable 
to get any all-inclusive permission 
for their players to take part in 
the forthcoming league schedules.

The divisional war § service 
boards of Manitoba and Saskatche- 
wan have refused‘to grant author- 
ity for passports to hockey play- 
ers, although the Manitoba board 
declared to alter its position yes- 
terday after a conference with 
Frank Calder, president of the Na- 
tional League. 

The New York Rangers are 
training at Winnipeg, Manitoba, 
and the ruling of this board is of 
utmost importance to the members 
of the Rangers who, are eligible 
for army service.

More Vitamin B-I Foods 


By Forrest Williams 


NLIKE Vitamin A, which is 
UJ found in great quantities in 

certain foods, or Vitamin C,; 
which occurs in abundance in a 
number of different fruits and 
vegetables, there are few foods 
which contain a large amount of 
Vitamin B-1l. 


But some Vitamin B-1 is found 
in almost every food you can 
name. Meats, fish, dairy products, 
fruits, vegetables, cereals, all have 
some thiamin, even if just a trace. 
A quarter pound of unbleached 
whole wheat flour contains al- 
most 200 International Units of 
B-1. One slice of bread made from 
this would contain nearly 30 units. 


Foods with between 50 and 100 
International Units of B-1 in the 
average portion served at the table 
include: Chicken liver, beef, lamb 
(chops contain more than roast 
lamb), oysters (raw more than 
cooked), .veal, cantaloupe, goose- 
berries, oranges (the whole orange 
has about twice as much as the 
juice alone), artichokes, brussels 
sprouts, chives, endive, kale, par- 
snips, peas (canned or fresh), 
sweet or white potatoes (prefer- 
ably cooked with skins), tomatoes 
(raw), cucumbers (raw). 


But, because a food does not 
contain a high amount of B-l, it 


should not be discarded and not 


eaten. For B-1 is but part of the 
B complex family, and a great 
many foods with B-1 also contain 
B-2 and other members of that 
family. They also contain Vitamins 
C and A, and highly important 
minerals. : 

And of course foods also are 
our source of energy. They supply 


‘the fuel our bodies demand for 


the work we do, And by work, we 
don’t mean’ always actual labor. 
Merely living involves work. It 
takes energy to breathe, to lift 
a finger, to turn and twist in bed. 
That energy demands fuel. 

To make the fuel produce energy 
easier and better is the job of 
vitamins, and all of them includ- 
ing B-1 are needed.

Economical Menus. 
My Meta Given 


OW and then the most budget- 

wise of homemakers gets tired 

of economizing and for such 
emergencies it is well to be pre- 
pared with recipes that look and 
taste quite extravagant without 
being actually very expensive. Such 
a ‘recipe is today’s cocoa-filled lay- 
er cake, which has as its basis a 
simple but delicate and delicious 
butter cake. The recipe as given 
calls for a thick chocolate-flavored 
sauce which is almost an icing, and 
an additional garnish of whipped 
cream. The unfrosted cake can 
also be used as a cottage pudding, 
with a thinner chocolate -or fruit 
sauce, It is very simple to mix and 
bake. 


Cocoa-Filled Layer Cake. 


One and one-half cups cake 
flour, one and one-half teaspoons 
baking powder, three eggs, one-half 
teaspoon salt, one and one-half 
cups sugar, two tablespoons butter, 
three-fourths cup boiling water, 
one and one-half teaspoons vanilla, 
cocoa filling, whipping cream. 


Sift flour, measure, and resift 
twice with the making powder. 
Beat eggs with salt until thick and 
light in color, gradually adding the 
sugar. Add butter to boiling wa- 
ter; when melted, stir quickly into 
egg mixture. Add flour mixture 
and yanilla, and beat until batter 
is perfectly smooth. Turn into two 
well-buttered eight-inch cake pans 
lined with waxed paper, and bake 
in a moderate oven (350 degree F) 
for 30 minutes, or until golden 
brown and springy when lightly 
pressed with fingertips. Turn out 
onto cake coolers and cool thor- 
oughly. Then spread cocoa filling 
between layers and on top of cake. 
Cover sides with stiffly whipped 
cream, and pipe rest of cream on 
top. Hight to 10 servings. 

Cocoa filling: Blend one-fourth 
cup cocoa, two-thirds cup sugar, 
three tablespoons flour, and one- 
half salt in top of dou- 


‘ble boiler; and add one and one- 


half cup milk and stir constantly 
over direct heat until sauce boils 
and thickens. Stir hot mixture into 
one egg, well beater, return to pan, 
and cook two minutes over boiling 
water, stirring constantly. Remove 
from heat, add one-talf teaspoon 
vanilla and one tablespoon butter, 
and cool.

Engel says this is not entirely 
his own idea. “The army experts 
at. Fort Monmouth, N. J., have 
been working along similar lines 
for quite a while,” he told me. 
“You know Fort Monmouth. That 
is where they are training falcons 
to fight enemy parachutists. In- 
stead of attacking other birds, the 
falcons are being taught to swoop 
down on parachutes and with their 
powerful talons and beak and rip 
the silk to bits. A falcon is a very 
rough customer and a well-trained 
flock of them would be much more 
effective against parachutists than 
soldiers. It would be almost im- 
possible for a soldier floating 
earthward to hit them with a ri- 
fle.” 

Engel feels that a cross between 
an owl and hawk and a homing 
pigeon would be the perfect mes- 
sage carrier. He would fly at 
night, for one thing. Thanks to his 
owl blood, he could turn his head 
all the way round and thus avoid 
being surprised from the rear by 
an enemy attack, And, having

some hawk in him, he would be 
a good fighter and able to protect 
himself in any beak to beak con- 
flicts with enemy birds. 

Being a dreamer as well as a 
perfectionist, Engel already has 
looked past the day when his 
pigeon-hawk-owl hybrid will be 
perfected, and considered the next 
step in the development of the 
pigeon. He thinks he would like to 
add a dash of chicken to the 
pigeon's make-up. 

“This would just about make 
the homing pigeon a perfect bird,” 
he explained. “A touch of domi- 
necker or Rhode Island red or 
Buff Orpington is sure to come, 
Why? Well, the reason is obvious. 
It would make the pigeon good to 
eat. Suppose a squad of men 
was cut off, surrounded, by the 
enemy; and without supplies. The 
pigeon, after delivering his mes- 
sage, would be there as foodstuff. 
A man would have to be pretty 
hungry to eat the ordinary hothing 
pigeon, because he is awfully*mus- 
cular, but if the pigeon had a little 
chicken in him, he would be a.

Certainly, the slam contract was 
called for by South’s holding after 
North’s double raise and later an- 
nouncement (via the Blackwood 
convention) of one ace and one 
king. Yet, due to “duplication of 
values,” and the fact that there 
were two diamond losers in the 
combined hands, the contract 
could not have been fulfilled ex- 
cept by shrewd play. 

West opened the spade ten. De- 
clarer won with the king and, 
right at the second trick, laid 
down the diamond ace. West can 
scarcely be blamed for playing the 
nine spot. Declarer then cashed 
the spade ace and the ace and 
the king of clubs, ruffed the low 
club and drew West’s' trumps. 
Now, with the stage set he led a 
diamond toward dummy. West, 
having to win with the king, was 
helpless to avert disaster to his 
own team. On his forced spade or 
club return, declarer could ruff 
in dummy while discarding his 
own last diamond. 

The crux of the play had been 
declarer’s immediate cashing of 
the diamond ace. If he first had 
drawn trumps and stripped spades 
and clubs from both hands, West 
would have been warned to “get 
out of the way” in diamonds, and 
might well have sacrificed his 
king to the ace. This much fore- 
sight at the second trick, how- 
ever, would have been quite ex- 
traordinary.
